I guess he liked my silent 
talk! 
When 
Marshall 
Field died, the 
founder of that great m erchandise 
house in Chicago. I read w*ith in ­ 
terest all that was w ritten about 
him. He began poor, and w ith but 
nothing outside his will to achieve. 
I read a few of his mottoes and recall 
th a t "he was a m an of few words.*’ 
General G rant said so little th at he 
was known as "the silent Presi­ 
dent," during his two term s as Presi­ 
dent of the United States. 
No study is so interesting as th a t 
of people. By being both a good 
listener and a good observer, we can 
gain much. We can learn from peo­ 
ple the same as we learn from books, 
and in a much more valuable m anner 
For people are Uke ourselves. In 
some way or other we are all akin— 
brothers in the blood. We can see 
both our faults and virtues in other 
people, and we can thereby learn 
to correct our faults and add to 
our virtues. 
We cannot meet too m any people. 
or contact them in some interesting 
m anner! We can become m ore tol­ 
erant and more understanding by 
making everyone our friend.

1. If the Suprem e Court upholds 
the lower court in fining Lewis and 
his union for contem pt in letting 
the strike occur then— 
He and the union will have to pay 
the fine: Lewis. $10,000; the union, 
$3,500,000. 
2. In tho poet 
Lewis always had 
1.v' u“"u* 
a big stick—the threat of a strike Sam ° raham fald th<> h a''t"' 
—when he sat down to bargain 
with the mine owners. And he called 
strikes to get what he wanted. 
March 31 Deadline 
This tim e—because he’s told the 
miners to work until M arch 31, 1947 
—he's given the owners alm ost four 
months in which to haggle w ith him 
and wear him ragged w ithout fear of 
a strike. And— 
3. W ithin th ase four m onths Con­ 
gress may act to cripple Lewis Con­ 
gress comes back Jan u ary 3. full of 
talk about curbing labor. 
By telling the m iners to work 
until March 31, Lewis has given 
Congress a deadline to shoot, at lf 
it wants to pass laws Intended to 
make another strike like this one 
impossible. 
If Congress passes any law to curb 
Lewis, It alm ost surely will be a 
law to curb labor unions in general. 
So all organized labor would suffer. 
Would Affect All Labor 
4. In addition to passing on the 
lower court Judge’s right to fine 
Lewis for not obeying the Judge’s 
no-strike order, th e Suprem e Court 
also may decide w hether the judge 
had a right to issue tile order. 
All labor might be affected if the 
high court should decide something 
like this: th at the governm ent can 
get a court order to prevent a strike 
which it says m ight h u rt the public 
interest. 
The high court m ay not do this. 
It would be a startling and m om en­ 
tous step for— 
Two Lewis Reasons 
If the governm ent got such an 
okay, it m ight think it had the 
right in the future to stop any 
kind of strike on the same grounds: 
protection of public interest. 
Lewis gave some reasons for end­ 
ing the strike, b u t not these, al­ 
though he may have had them in 
mind: 
1. If he'd waited longer, he m ight 
have been ruined as a leader. 
2. If he waited longer, his union 
might have been wrecked. 
Take those one a t a time: 
Chance Ile Didn't Take 
No. I. President T rum an was to 
have made a nationw ide broadcast 
last night. He wras expected to beam 


much of it a t the miners, telling 
them to go back to work, th a t they 
couldn’t win. 
If they had obeyed Mr. T rum an. 
it would have m eant deserting Hie 
Lewis leadership. They m ight not 
have obeyed the President. But Lew­ 
is didn’t take th at chance. 
No. 2. A fter fining Lewis $10,000 
and his union $3,500,000 for not 
obeying his no-strike order W ed­ 
nesday, the judge issued another 
order telling them the same thins. 
From W ednesday until Saturday 
Lewis ignored this second order, too 
If he had continued to ignore it 
until the Suprem e Court decision 
came dowm, and if the Suprem e 
Court ruled the judge was right in 
imposing the first fine, then— 
Treasury Periled 
Tile Judge could have fined Lewis 
again, any am ount, or Jailed him , 
and he could have fined the union 
any am ount for ignoring the second 
no-strike order. 
Tile union is reported to have 
$13,000,000 in its treasury. Tile Judge 
could have taken all of it. 
W hat Lewis told the m iners—his 
reason for sending them back to 
work—was th is: he wanted to leave 
the Suprem e Court, while reaching 
a decision, tree from the pressure of 
the "hysteria and frenzy of an eco­ 
nomic crisis.” 
But Lewis left himself wide open 
to one question when, in further 
explaining why he sent them back 
to work, Lewis told the m iners: 
"In addition, public necessity re ­ 
quires the quantitive production of 
coal during such a period (while 
the high court was deciding)." 
W hy didn’t he think of the need 
for coal before Saturday, before he 
called the strike In November? 


FRENCH LINER IS 
SUNK BY STORM 


l/T Havre, France, Dec. IO (/Pi—The 
O erm an-built liner Europa. ren am ­ 
ed the Liberte by the French, sn ap ­ 
ped her moorings in a g.ale-diven 
tidal wave Monday, gashed her side 
against harbor wreckage and sank 
Into the mud on h shallow side of 
the Le Harve basin. 
The 49,746-ton vessel, assigned to 
France as war reparations, settled 
with a heavy list upon recession of 
the tidal wave, which had caused 
the sea to rise three feet above n o r­ 
mal. However, a rising tide later 
righted 
her. 
indicating „she 
had 
retained some buoyancy. 
French line officials expressed hope 
th a t tile Liberte, dogged by bad luck 
since she was launched at H am burg 
as a North Oerman Lloyd liner In 
August, 1928, could be refloated. 
The sea and wind tore the ves­ 
sel from the French line docks and 
shoved her across the basin, witli 
anchors dragging, in less th a n three 
m inutes. Wreckage staved 
in the 
Liberte's side at the level of the 
m achine room and w ater flooded 
through the gaping, hole. 
However, there was no loss of 
life. All aboard were taken ashore 
a t 8 arn. Fire fighting com panies 
stood by. The storm harassed other 
vessels along the w aterfront. 
A United States naval 
launch 
broke her moorings near the C itadel 
and sank. The French liner P al- 
rnyre snapped her lines and drifted, 
but was 
brought under 
control 
w ithout damage. 


Watch Packard 
Case Decision
